Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: a space 
should be inserted between the words "substratecomprising". Appropriate correction is 
required. 
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5. Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 
1 1 and 12 are on the same paragraph. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Ference et al. U.S. Patent Application Publication 20020070438 A1 . 

Ference et al. discloses a flip chip package structure, comprising: a substrate 
100 comprising a first surface, a plurality of first contact pads 114 and at least a second 
contact pad 1 12 on the first surface, wherein a size of the second contact pad 1 12 is 
larger than that of one of the first contact pads 1 14; at least a chip 200, comprising an 
active surface, a plurality of first bonding pads 214 and at least a second bonding pad 
212 on the active surface, wherein a size of the second bonding pad 212 is larger than 
that of one of the first bonding pads 214; a plurality of first bumps, respectively 
connecting one of the first bonding pads to the corresponding one of the first contact 
pads; and at least a second bump, connecting the second bonding pad to the second 
contact pad, wherein a size of the second bump is larger than a size of one of the first 
bumps (see figure 6C). The first bonding pad is selected from the group consisting of a 
signal-bonding pad, a power bonding pad, and a ground-bonding pad; and the second 
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bonding pad is selected from the group consisting of a power bonding pad, a ground 
bonding pad and a special signal bonding pad (see paragraph [0031]). 

7. Claims 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hirashima et al. U.S. Patent 6,400,019 B1. 

Hirashima et al. discloses a flip chip substrate, comprising; a substrate 1 Bi 
comprising a first surface, a plurality of first contact pads 7b3 and at least a second 
contact pad 7b4 on the first surface, wherein a size of the second contact pad 7b4 is 
larger than that of one of the first contact pads 7b3; a plurality of first bumps 1BB3, 
respectively connected to one of the first contact pads7b3 and disposed around a 
periphery of the second bump (see figure 12(b)); and at least a second bump 1 BB4, 
connected to the second contact pad 7b4, wherein a size of the second bump 1BB is 
larger than a size of one of the first bumps 11a (see figure 12(b) and 17). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

10. Claims 2, 8 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ference et al. U.S. Patent Application Publication 20020070438 A1 . 

Ference et al. discloses second bumps larger than the first bumps but lacks 
anticipation on specifying the second bump being twice the size of the first bumps, 
however it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to disclose a second bump being twice the size of the first 
bumps, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed 
in the prior art, discovering the "optimum range" involves only routine skill in the art. In 
re Alter . 105 USPQ 233. 

11. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ference 
et al. U.S. Patent Application Publication 20020070438 A1 in view of Iseki et al. U.S. 
Patent 5,818,113 A. 

Ference et al. discloses the subject mater applied above but lacks anticipation on 
disclosing an underfill material filled into a cavity that is surrounded by the substrate, the 
chip, the first bumps, and the second bumps. Iseki et al. discloses an underfill material 
26 filled into a cavity that is surrounded by a substrate, a chip 32, first bumps and 
second bumps (see figure 6). In view of this disclosure, it would have been obvious to a 
person having ordinary skills in the art at the time the invention was made to provide an 
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underfill material as disclosed in Iseki et al in the primary reference of Ference et al. 
since it would provide protection to the chip and substrate. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 3 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record either singularly or in combination failed to anticipate or 
render obvious the limitations of disclosing the first bumps disposed around a periphery 
of the second bump as required by claims 3 and 12. 

Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Eifuku discloses a method of bonding a chip to a substrate using 
a larger bump with smaller bumps around a periphery of the larger bump. Higashiguchi 
et al. discloses a flip chip package structure having bumps and contacts of different 
sizes.
